Aveusra, August 26.—The city hall park was 
filled witha large crowd to-night to hear the 
joint discussion. Lucomotive headlights and 
lanternsiliuminated the sc ne, while the balco- 
nies and widows of the court house were filled 
to overflowing. Crowds of Colquitt men marched 
down with a brass band, while Norwood’s sup- 
porters turned out in force. Mayor 
May, a Colquitt man, presided and 
introduced the orators. The debate was limited 
to three houra. Mr. Norwood led offin an hour’s 
speech, calmly reviewing Colquitt’s administra- 
tiou, ingeniously insinuating divers things, some 
of which he hoped were notso. He handled with 
sugar tongs the Northeastern bond scandal, 
impugning no motives, discuss‘ng no facts, but 
deprecating the manner of indorsement.

THE LETTERS IN FULL 


BETWEEN SHERMAN AND HANCOCK. 


Which Proves that a Military Conspiracy was on 
Foot, and that General Hancock was the 
Priend of the People and the Oon- 
stitution During the Cr-.sis. 


New York, August 26—The life of General 
Hancock, published t-day by D. Appleton & 
Co., contains his correspondence with General 
Sherman of Decembers 1876, and January, 1877, 
in the course of which thé letter already given to 
the public, written at Carondelet, Mo.. Decem- 
ber 23, was addressed to Geveral Sherman. The 
latter wrote December4, granting General Han- 
cock’s application for leave of absence to go to 
Carondelet, aud in his letter made 
the following allusion (the only one) to political 
affairs. Keferring to the order sent by the presi- 
dent to General Ruger, commanding the depart- 
ment of the ‘outh, General Sherman said: “The 
political orders to Ruger at Columbia I prefer 
should go from the president to him through the 
secretary of war. They were not military. I dis- 
like much tw have our soldiers used in concert 
with a legislative body, but orders coming 
from the president must be obeyed. 
They form a bad precedent, and thus far 
have prevented a _ collision of arms 
between inflamed partisans.’’ The letter from 
General Hancock, (not iucluded in the published 
correspondence) expresses some uneasiness on 
account of the newspaper report, which he had 
seen, stating that hg¢yvas to be ordered from New 
York, and appears to have furnished the occasion 
for the following letter from General Sherman: 


HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF UsITED STATES, 
Washington, December 17, i876 —My Dear Gen- 
eral; Lestyour peace of mind may be disturbed 
by the foolish repo. t bandied in the newspapers 
about your being ordered from New York, I will 
tell you that there is not a word o! truth in it. 
Neither the president por secretary of war has 
ever intimated to me such a purpose, and J kuow 
I have never, saida word or written a syllable 
to that effect. I see in the Republican

that I destroyed it, and tore out the leaves of the 
record book containing the copy. The whole 
thing was and isaninvention by somebody who 
wanted to create aseusation.

RAILROAD MATTERS. 


The Railway War Brought toan End. 
CuHicaGo, August 25 —The conference be- 
tween Vice-President Clark, of the Illinois 
Central, and Vice-President Alexander, of 
the Louisville and Nashville, resuited in an 
adjustment of the difficulty between the 
two corporations, and e:ded a stubborn 
fgbtiu which both lines got seratched some 

what. It was the Louisville and Nusnviile 
that sued for peace, add thatin the adjust- 
ment conceded all the demands of iis ad- 
versary, including the right to dictate rates 
from New Orleans north—a right generally 
accorded to the shorter route. The Louisi 

ana and New Orieaus also concede the 
point, and that lower rates shouid be made 
from Mobile, Pensacola and the guif ports 
to Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati and other 
western pvints than are made from New 
Orieans. 

The conf*rence was attended by E P

THE WHISKY RATE WAR. 

Cincinnati Gazette. 


A Louisville newspaper charges that the 
rate on whisky to New Orleans was first cut 
last week by lines operating over the Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and New Orleans road, and 
that the reduction was only met by the 
Louisville and Nashville, and nothing 
more.

will in an address set forth its advantages 
and the plan of colonization. 

This project cannot fail, because it is 
supported by men of abundant means and 
abundant sense. It will be fully carried 
out, and as it progresses great good must 
flow from it, not only to the four coun- 
ties most directly interested, but to all 
the upland region of the farsouth. This 
section has been selected after the most 
careful and comprehensive survey of the 
English colonies and of the western por- 
tions of this country. Its climate and 
productions and markets were found to 
be of more promise than those of all 
other cections opened to settlement. It 
was preferred for the purposes of English 
emigration to Australia, Canada, South 
America or other parts of North Amer- 
ica. Our own claims for this section

“During the terrible hot night of the first weeks 
of July,’’ said a gentleman who bad spent several 
fears 11 South America, ‘‘I slept com fortabiy and 

ept cool by adopting the plan which I learned 
and found practiced in the torrid climate of South 
america. Just before retiring take acool bath, 
not violent but cooling, aiterwhich don your 
night shirt without drying the body and lie down. 
The result is astonishing—it is much like that 
produced by sprinkling water on the floor in the 
evening. Thewaterabsorbs the heat, and sit 
evaporates throws the heatoff with it, leaving 
the body dryend cool, Ifthe bath is not con- 
venient, sprinkle the bed with water, If both 
can be done it is better. In South America the 
beds are all sprinkled just before retiring, other- 
wise it would be about impossible to obtain any 
sleep.

Am Imeident of the Late Clayten 


County Outrage. 

JonEsBoro, August 16.—Editors Constitution: 
In the issue of a paper of August Ist, 1889, pab- 
lished in the city of Atlanta, I see ar accountof 
what is there called the Jonesboro affair or out- 
rage, in which it is positively asserted 
that myself and son on Friday interfered 
with the sheriffin pursuit of my sons, when that 
officer proceeded to take charge of us aud place ts 
in jail. Now, tir, I ask the privilege through THE 
CosSTIT( TION to correct this most untrue, un- 
waranted, unjustifiable and groundies misrepre- 
sentation cf tacts. 

The facts are as follows: theriff Archer, with 
two orthree ther gentlemen, came to my house 
on said evening and inquired for Bankston Mc- 
Conueil I told them he was not there; that he 
did not live there now; that he lived on Mr. Mil- 
ner’s farm, and invited them to come in and 
s arch themselves. They wentof in that diret- 
tion Myself and son started immediately to my 
brother's, W. N. McCounell’s, We were 
ou a different road from them—a_ dis 
tance apart of about two hundred 
and fifty yards—when we heard the report 
of two or thre pistol shots in the direction of Mz, 
RK. M. asseiers. We star acro-s there to see 
what it meant, expecting or fearing that there 
was trouble upona very different matter, wnen 
we met up with Sheriff Archer and one or two 
others who were, or had been, in pursuit of other 
men and not after the McCcunell boys referred 
to, vor of Spratling, Mr. W.T. Johnson and Mr.

Acorrespondentin Macon informs us that our 
article on tue position of Macon ia reyard tocir- 
cular No. 10, issued by the railroad Commissioners, 
is not uude.stood by many there, and they think 
that tag sentence, ‘should be 5 cents per bundred 
only less than the sums of the Jocals’’ shou d read 
“more,’’ instead of less. Our report was derived 
from information receive’ at the office of the rail 
road commi-sion. If the througn rate from the 
Scuthwestern railroad stations to Atlanta or Sa 
vannah was > cents per 100 pounds more than the 
sums ofthe locals on the two divisions, the ship- 
per would merely ship his cotton to Macon and 
re-ship there, thus getting the 5 cents per 100 
pounds advantage.

If the Central railroad were to 
coarge 5cents per lw pounds more than this, as 
the through rateit wouid b- 6. cents per 100 
pounds through, awd few would ask for a torough 
bill. It wili be seen at a glauce that the through 
rates should be five cents less per one hundred 
pounds to Savanah or AUlanta, On cotton from 
Stativi s on the Suuthwestern ra:iroad, than if the 
cotton was shipped to Macon, and then reshipped 
to Savaunah or Atlanta’ lo this way the shipper 
would take a througn bill.
